Worker occusation of these premisess desodite 
it being on the rigid terms of the absentee own- 
ers» can helo to imeart the itlusion of freedom. 
Parks are another profitable asset of the capita- 
list class an that they too» promote the myth of 
aciassiess democracy. Anythine that promotes 
this unreality furthers the facility of the own- 
iné section to use the rest of society. In the 
meantime squatters’, "transients" and vagrants” 
Or anyone else who does not immediately figure in 
the bookkeeping operations of capitalism are dis- 
couraged from using these facilities. The profit- 
ability of parks 18 not directs neither does it 
accrue to any individual entrepeneurs but 18 of 
indirect monetary benefit to the whole business 
section: not on'y from the peromotion of false

Wages palde 
welfares unemoeloyment insurances taxed from the 
profits of the richs are not a sién of responsi- 
bility to society: but evidence of responsilbvility 


of the capitalist class to itself» in that it 
needs a reasonably healthy and able work force: 
maintained at the Jiowest possibie exdensesr to 
produce orofits. 

It may not be easy to exofain that the 
economic and institutional verities of current 
society» like moneys wees, oerofitss caoitale 


banksy jails» armed forces: the states sudiciary» 
etc. are not apart of the chromosomes of the 
human species. That they are on the other hands 
the ainstitutuons of atransito’y social form, 
"here today and gone tomorrow” 1n the historical 
context. Another difficulty might be al!ustrat- 
ine the tie-1n between the foreeoing institutions 
and the concentration of wealth 19 a few hands» 
as 1s the case 1n ali! countries, Easier to get 
across will be somethiné more aodarents such as 
the fact of this concentration itse!fs which 
forces the majority to oroduce for the few who 
own.

The dubious claim by some younger workers of 
“wearing the system’ by using the doles 1s fur- 
ther negated by noting the leisure needed ty all 
workers, aiso by their bosses need to keeo ther:

emeloyment again. The tail does not wae the dog. 


A celicate tolerance leve! 18 sustained be- 
tween misery and escapism generally: while some 
workers may come close to livine full Jaives, 
which 18 exceptional. The majority of the use- 
ful class are not allowed to sink too !ows or 
they mient become more violent or unproductive. 
Worker violence never has threatened: nor is it 
likely to threaten the potitical ovoower of the 
capitalist class. This violence has been an em- 
barrassment to eovermmnentse anda futile expense. 
A fall in productivity thoughy could be a head- 
ache to the owners: by way of a fall in profits.

Even the environment of capitalism macht be 
lesS unsleasant if the workers of the wor!d did 
not strive to live the contradiction created ty 
their belief that eovernments serve all the 
People in confirct with the wretched reality of 
their social position. 


In addition to insistine that a minority mon- 
opolizes the means of oroductiony the Socialist 
Party of Canada emphasizes that ‘te machinery 
of govermment, including the armed forces of the 
nation, exists only to conserve the monopoly by 
the capitalist class of the wealth taken from the 
workers...". A$ Calvin Coolidge said» ‘The bust- 
ness of government is business’. Goverrments are 
not bodies independent of classess representative 
of society. Where society 1s divided between a 
dominent and a eoliticaliy unconscious subJect 
classe e@overnments represent the economic inter- 
ests of the dominant class. When government |aws 
and refpulations seem to be restrictive to human 
weji being -- while simultaneously claiming to te 
in the social interests the explanation for this 
impasse 1s that they never ljegistate for society,» 
but for the ruling 10 per cents against the rest 
of the ocoeulation. Its very coercivenesss with 

its armed forces» civ)! and military» heloes bare 
the state as a child of conflictine class 
interests: not of a common interest. The exist- 
ence of @ socially Oowerful coercive body reveals 
the true non-democratic bias inan allegedly 
clasetess situation. And ali done on the shai low 
pretext that »umans are ignately evil and must be 
forced to be good (forced to be democratic?) or 


thet democracy rests on the suoerior intelligence 
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or nature of @€minority that knows best. there 
Civil rights exist» a degree of pol3%1ca! deroc- 
racy usuaify exists» which could be ysed by the 
workers to free themselves from wage-siavery, as 
the Socialist Party of Canada continually sue- 
Fests they do. To date the workers instead have 


used the ballot to unconsciously perpetuate their 
hnondage.

It would be inconsistent for the 
Party of Canada to stress working 
standine of capitalism as a method of establish- 
iné a classiess democrary, while tolerating 
feadership in 1ts own organization.

Word has been received of the Passing of an- 
other old Socialist» Jack Burrouch. 


Burrouveh - "Bruff” to those closest to him - 
was an early member of the old SPC and editor of 
the ‘Western Clarion” for 2! months before and 
during the first worid war. He was a member of 
the reorfanized party in the 1930s and remained 
active until the 1940s» movine then to cenman 
Island. He lectured freaquent!y and wrote reéu- 
larly for the ‘Western Socialist” ain its early 
years. 


The end came in the third month after has 
97th birthday. In his many years of association 
he had his disagreements with the party: but he 
never knew a party that he liked better and he 
remained lovyai to the end. His letters to the 
members were rare in latter years+ his last one 
cClosinés "Still ain revolt”. 


To Mrs. Jean Burroueh who survives hims our 
fcreatest sympathy and best wishes 
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The "free'' press tn civil rights countries 
and the government controlied press of the tota/- 
1tarian countries boast about their informed 
public but this information 1s nothing much more 
than the meeds of the class that controls the 
media. Profit interests are misrepresented as 
beine the interests of society. Civil raichts are 
more necessary in the hiehly develoced areas be- 
cause the workers there not only produce ail! the 
wealth but run the system for their bosses too. 
{ft 1s necessary that they be constantly informed 
of their exploiters: 
common interest. 


The continued concealment of the ciass divis- 
ion and the promotion of Ss ,honey common interest 
1s relied upon by the otter oarties for their 
membershio and electoral! support. That is why 
they need leaders. The essence of the other 
parties 1s {eadership-deception of the workine 
majority 1n the interests of the owning minority. 
The essence of the Socialist Party of Canada is 
democracy to reveai - to educate the workinég- 


The excapist ideas of religion tend to dull 
the mind and inhibit the e:owtn of scientific 
curiosity about tne nature of society. Religion 
igs used by tne capitalist ciass to fortify its 
political mythology. It 1s not strange at alls 
that religious thanking 1s acceptadie to al! 
parties» except the Socialist Party of Canada.

As sincere as they may be leftist$S uNtor- 
tunately are trapped alone with the rest of the 
workine class by the pervasive pantomine of the 
ruling forces of capiteoliism. As suchs they are 
political brothers of those on the extreme right 
in their assumetions that any social change must 
be confined within the rigid boundary of the cap- 
ital,» wage-labor marriage that forms the economic 
foundation of current society. 


The Socialist Party stands out separately 
from ait others by stressing that no effective 
s0cia!l chanee for the majority 1s wossible with- 
un this capital wage-labor boundary? furthers 
that it is this boundary» this division into 
owners anc non-owners of the means of {ife which 
is the root cause of the increasing problems with 
which the world's workers are unsuccessfully 
attempting to cope.

ital. airon oars of momeye profits. the state»

» ut treedom through rose cotored glasses worn 
the inmates anc suopiied by the rich man on 
'hill free of charée. 


Leftis’ oarties come aione and urde the 
prisoners to chante the scene very siightiy by 
electine the warden to contro! the rich man an 
the hill,» allowine the prisoners to siees in an 
extra hour in the morning and havire steaks for 
dinner once & week: amd perhacs more exercise 
time. Refusing to shed the rose-colored clesses, 
their distorted vision of reality oreverts tner 
from noticing that 1t is the rich ran's different 
relationshioe from their subservience - his owner- 
ship of the prison» and their support of his ow-- 
ershio that 18 his means of contro! over ther, 
that he still bosses the prison tnrou#h his cont- 
rol of tne warden and of the prisoners. thinking. 
In short. their incarceration 1s a co-operative 
thine between tnemselves and their rulers. They 
are imorisonmed by ©0/1t1Ca) ideas more than they 
are by armed euards or iron cars. 


It 1s the misunderstanding of the instity- 
tions of capitalism that causes some workers to 
fall for the charm of a leader. Such is the case 
in so-called "“Communiat” China. There the state 
control of industry more successfully conceals 
the existence of a capitalist ciass and the 
resultant schis» between owners and non-owers. 


The old sayine "Stone wails do not a prison 
make...'' oassi®iy alludes to the conceer that 
controlling workers’ minds is more efficient thar 
tangible restractions could ever bere wnder the 
industrial style of exploitation. In the “prison 
of the mind" of Chinese workers» and Maoists 
elsewhere the oporessive capitalist institutions 
of money-wages-erofits are either neutral! or are 
agents of freedom for the Chinese ‘people’. 
Granted» simce peasantry sudservience to the 
feudal estate, has been converted to wase-siavery 
subservience to the cavitalist financial feriune.

What 1t dees involve is more under- 
standing, of the money-wages-profit system being 
the cause of the probiens. Because of their cap- 
italist doemas, leftists confine their activity 
within the rescectable strictures of the bosses’ 
system.

It follows thens 
that if toe erices at Safeway Stores are 'too 
high''s eve: “yDouy rict. and poor alike gets ripoed 
off. that 18) 1f rich p2ople and poor ceople shop 
at Safeway. they are both exploited equally by 
other rich opeoplte who own Safeway. Therefore 
“exploitation” 1s classless. This kina of myth- 
ology: alone with crooked politicians, aliegedly 
cheating society, leaves the nature of real 
exploitation unsuspected, It 1s harmless to the 
capitalist class and is @iven Jots of play in its 
media. A eood blind alley to lead blind workers 
down - keeps them inmnocent and busy, playing at 
“revolution. The fundamental sociai split that 
marks capitalism is keot out of sisht.

Reforms may temporarily and oartially at- 
leviate some working class prodlems but their 
tendency 1s to help the top strata of society by 
imorovine the productivity of those who oroduce 
at relatavely and generally tower waces.

Socialists are often accused of being opposed 
to reforms: social le#isiation ostensibly desigmn- 
ec to aneliorate sora tore or tess intolerapie 
situation - Medicare, Social! Security, etc. 


Howevers to the contrarve the World Socialist 
Parties are NOT OPPOSED to reforms PER SE. any 
more than they ADVOCATE ther. Socialis*s do not 
sueport or agitate for refermrs orecisely on the 
erouwids upon which they are ostensibly oresented: 
for they do NOT CURE the 1i!ls to which they are 
addressed. We contend further that the interest 
of the ruling powers fies in attractine votes for 
their various political orograms. Watness the 
reforms» or oromises. offered by the politicoes 
in an election year. They are anecessary oolicy 
of governments seeking a broader base of support 
in their efforts to maintain a sufficient degree 
of viability in the capitalist system: to keep 
order 1n as0cial system whose nature 1s to en- 
gender disorder’ to maintain an unstadle eauilibd- 
rium 2n a system continuaily facing crises. And 
in times of great stress the offering of reforms 
to a restiess and dissatisfied eooulaces helps to 
Provide a ‘breathing spell" to a cadiy harassed 
government. 


The Rooseveit reforms of the New Deals inm- 
mediately following the “Creat Depression’ were 
instituted not only as a soo to the enraged dis- 
yvossessed» but to rebuild and reinforce a sagging 


business economy and fractured financia! struc- 
ture. They succeeded only to avery limited 
decree. As aworried mother tries to appease 


a howling infant dy placing a pacifier in the 
child's mouth and sometimes sweetens it by coat- 
ine 1t with syrue - so these reforms were offer- 
ed with promises to do away with ‘fear’ - that 
ef the dispossessed and of those also who own 
and control. 


But they did nothing whatever to help resoive 
the basic contradictions in the economic system» 
The @ao between the “haves' and the "have nots: 
remained and even wideneds and the economy was 
“saved only by the outbreak of war. This war 
basis has continued throughout the ensuing 
peace’ years. 


Consider also two outstandine reforms of the 
past few years: The "Aliaza par Progreso". and 
the War on Poverty". The former is now dying of 
wmanition» ad the fatter never succeeded in 


getting off the ground. 


The Alliance for Progress was undertaken to 
underwrite the “Good Neighbor Policy”, to fasten 
Laten America to the chariot of United States 
Imperiatisms so that the countries to te "helped" 
might become suopliers of raw materialss and 
sources of caoital accumulation. The denizens of 
the siums of Perus Guatamala»s Brazile etc.» still 
wallow in their unrelieved Dovertys and any great 
protest on their oart is taken care of by dicta- 
torial rulers: aided and abeted by the C.1.A. 
and the Green Berets. Meantime here at home the 
increasing poverty and hopelessness of the ehet- 
tos of ali our taree cities e@ives the Jie to the 
“Creat Society" and its ‘War on Poverty". And 
that ereat reform which one writer says "is 


daintily referred to as Urban Renewal" does not 
even be@in to touch the fringe of the probdiem. 
Capitalism here oeroduced the ehetto with its 


overcrowded and frustrated inhabitants» yet Capi- 


talism cannot reform it. It mays hNowevere des- 
troy it» for the introduction of more sophisti- 
cated weaponry and aNational Guard specially 


trained in "riot control" is now sucgeested as the 
answer, an increasingly voiced response to the 
chaos and disorders of the moment. This now 
seems to be the only response of the seifish 
egotism of a ruling clique. 


A half a century of 
reforms 


reforms» which do not 
leaves this society more affluent in the 
uoper tevels and more poverty stricken in the 
lower. The fewer rich become richer and the 
increasineé many poorer. Despite sgsrowth in the 
Gross National Product» despite an apparent rise 
in the general standard of living for some, the 
fap remains and widens. 


While contendine that Capitalism cannot be 
genuinely reformed in the interest of the whole 
of society, Socialists contend also that 1t can 
be superseded by a betters higher: social order. 
It 18 to this end - that of chaneine the world - 
that Socialists direct their efforts. 


It once was asked of this writer at a public 
meeting: ‘Row would you socialists suggest, right 
now, organizing production’? The reply 1s simoele 
enough - "PRODUCTION is already organized - there 
18S No probjem in that area. There 18 no anarchy 
in production today: Anarchy appears when the 
products reach the market. So production, socia- 
lasts ansist will be carried on as it 18 now DUT 
WITH THE OTHER FELLOW, THE CAPITALIST OWNER» OUT
